The Canadian Malting Barley Technical Centre (CMBTC) 
was established in 2000 as a national, independent, 
non-profit industry organization that provides malting 
and brewing technical expertise to the Canadian malting 
barley value chain. 


Based in Winnipeg, Manitoba, Canada, the CMBTC 
facilities include a state-of-the-art malting plant and 
pilot brewery. 


The CMBTC offers a suite of activities including technical 
services, marketing support, applied research as well as 
education and training. The CMBTC also operates the 
Malt Academy which provides technical courses on malt 
processing and brewing. 


Funding is provided by members of the malting barley, 
malt and brewing industries, producers as well as 
provincial and federal governments. The CMBTC

This past year was challenging but ultimately a good one 
for Canada's malting barley value chain. Canadian farmers 
harvested 10.3 million tonnes of barley, up 2 million tonnes 
or 24% from the previous year driven by higher seeded 

area and better yields, while Canadian grain companies 
executed a near record malting barley export program of 
over 1.2 million tonnes, and Canadian maltsters exported an 
impressive 600,000 tonnes of processed malt. 


This was in spite of a questionable start. The 2019 harvest 
was cool and soggy in many parts of the Prairies, creating 
quality headaches for farmers and the industry that relies 
on western Canadian malting barley. With widespread 
pre-harvest germination present in the crop, malting and 
grain companies had to work hard to find good quality 
barley. In the end, adequate supplies of selectable quality 
malting barley were available for domestic and international 
markets in the 2019-20 marketing year. 


Staff at the CMBTC had their hands full with a record 
number of cargo export samples for evaluation, as well as 
continued increases in demand for their technical services. 


An incoming technical mission from China in June, and 

the North American crop tour in July, were the summer 
highlights that offered customers of Canadian barley and 
malt an opportunity to learn more about our industry, the 
products we offer and our value proposition when it comes 
to quality, execution and service. And the CMBTC'’s training 
and education program — the Malt Academy — continued to 
be in popular demand with people from around the world 
attending our courses. 


As we reflect on the challenges and successes of this past 
year, on behalf of the CMBTC board, | would like to thank 
all those that contribute to this unique but vitally important 
sector in Canadian agriculture including the breeders that 
develop varieties, farmers that grow barley, the processors 
that make products including malt and beer, the companies 
that ship the grain, and in particular our customers here 
and abroad that demand and enjoy the final product. 


Here's to all of you, and another successful year ahead.

The CMBTC facilities were as busy as ever in 2019-20 
with staff completing 71 pilot malting, 442 micro malting, 
43 brewing and 25 micro brewing trials in addition to 
465 barley analyses. With a strong export program, the 
CMBTC also conducted 42 cargo quality evaluations 
(CQCs) on over 1 million tonnes worth of combined 
shipments, with the majority of Canada’s malting barley 
exports destined for China and the balance to Japan, 

the Unites States and Mexico. 


One of the highlights of 2019-20 was the China Technical 
Program, offered in Chinese. The CMBTC hosted nine 
participants representing five of China’s largest malting 
and brewing companies to provide insight into Canada’s 
malting barley value chain including breeding, production, 
handling and export supply chain and quality control 
systems. In addition to their time at the CMBTC facilities 

in Winnipeg, participants visited the breeding station in 
Brandon, hosted by Dr. Ana Badea, and spent a day in 
Vancouver visiting the port facilities. 


Another highlight in 2019-20 was the 2-day Made in 
Canada Crop Tour in central Alberta in July, organized in 
collaboration with Alberta Barley, with 50 participants from 
across Canada, the United States and Europe. The group 
visited two farms showcasing new Canadian malting 
barley varieties, toured Red Shed Malting, a craft malting 
operation, and visited the breeding station at the Field 
Crop Development Centre in Lacombe, Alberta. 


The Malt Academy training programs were popular 
again in 2019-20 with over 40 participants attending the 
regular 1-week and 3-day training courses. Another major 
highlight was the introduction of producer Malt Academy 
courses targeted at farmers. Three programs were held, 
one for each Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta. 

Plans are already in place for producer Malt Academies 

in 2020-21 — virtual edition. 


In 2019-20, the CMBTC continued to provide regular 
crop progress updates during the growing season and 
harvest. These reports provide detailed assessments on 
seeding, weather conditions and barley crop development 
from April to October, and are issued in both English 

and Chinese. In addition, the CMBTC issued its suite 

of regular publications including the 2019 New Crop 
Quality Evaluation and the 2020-21 Recommended 
List. The CMBTC participated in a variety of conferences 
and outreach events this past year promoting Canadian 
malting barley, discussing new varieties, and disseminating 
results of research projects. 


The CMBTC continues to increase the services its offers 
to the Canadian barley value chain, providing important 
technical and marketing support to the industry that has 
seen steady growth since 2014. And we are working to 
expand our capacity in coming years to serve Canada’s 
barley sector. Cheers!

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The CMBTC conducts micro and pilot-scale malting and 
brewing trials on an annual basis to evaluate the quality 
of new crop malting barley and new Canadian malting 
barley varieties. Barley samples are collected at harvest and 
each sample is evaluated for quality (protein, germination 
energy, water sensitivity, plump, RVA etc). Samples are 
then either malted at a micro or pilot scale, with pilot 
samples going on to be brewed. Full malt analysis and 
brewing results are generated with all information 
compiled and shared with the value chain. 


2019 NEW CROP EVALUATION 


The CMBTC received 12 pilot scale (60 kg) samples of 
2019 crop to conduct barley evaluation, as well as malting 
and brewing trials.

The CMBTC conducted 42 cargo quality evaluations 
(CQCs) on barley shipments during the 2019-20 crop 

year representing over 1 million tonnes of exports. The 
CMBTC receives a 60 kg sample taken at loading. Each 
barley sample is evaluated for quality (protein, germination 
energy, water sensitivity, plump, RVA etc) then is pilot 
malted with full malt analysis generated. A cargo 
evaluation report is produced and provided to the seller. 


In collaboration with the Brewing & Malting Barley 
Research Institute, a Variety Acceptance working group 
was established made up of Canadian malting companies 
and major brewers end users of Canadian malting barley 
and malt. The Variety Acceptance Committee provides 

a forum for end-users to share, discuss and evaluate 
quality data of new varieties in development; collaborate, 
coordinate and drive trials (micro, pilot, production scale) as 
needed; send signals to seed companies regarding demand 
for coming year(s); and support seed and commercial scale 
up initiatives.

After touring provincial breweries 
and connecting with brew masters, the Hamills identified 
a need for locally sourced, traceable specifically malt and 
Red Shed Malting was born. Red Shed Malting produce 
premium quality base malts, lightly kilned, and roasted 
malts made from barley grown on their family farm.

Lenz Farms a third-generation operation with producer 
Jason Lenz at the helm. For the past 25 years Jason has 
farmed on the land acquired by his grandfather in 1948, 
the last 18 years of which have been in partnership with 
his father and uncle.

YEAR ENDED MARCH 31, 2019 


In 2019-20, membership contributions of 
$353,706 accounted for 30% of CMBTC 
revenues, while farmer contributions from the 

3 prairie provinces amounted to $221,107 or 
17% of revenues. Research funding through the 
barley cluster and other grants made up 7% of 
revenues or $183,883, while revenues from the 
Malt Academy of $44,795 accounted for 3% of 
the total. The largest portion of CMBTC funding 
came through Agriculture & Agri-Food Canada’s 
Agri-Marketing Program accounting for 34% of 
revenues or $481,460. Total revenues in 2019-20 
were $1,314,765, down 5% from the previous 
year. Expenditures of $1,328,434 were 10% higher 
than the previous year and led to a small budget 
deficit of $13,669.
